a aims 1-29 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), since the closest prior art, US 3,241 ,520 (WURSTER et aL), US 
6,312,521 (LEE et aL). US 5,800,923 (AMEY el aL) and US 4,355,676 (DEBAYEUX et al.) do not teach or fairly suggest a 
process for coating a pharmaceutical particle with a liquid comprising steps (a), (b) and (c) as instantly claimed. 

a aims 1-29 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4) since the claimed system has industrial applicability in drug delivery applications. 
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
